THE RTIQUETTE OF SHOOTING AF: 
FRA YS. 

A special telegram from Aiken, 8. C., 
gives an account of a shooting affray 
between two young men of that place. 
Five shots were fired, and one of the 
young men was shot in the left breast 
‘just above the nipple, the ball glancing 
and coming out at the shoulder blade.” 
It.seems quite natural that iu the confu- 
sion of shooting five times one of the 
participants should be shot above the 
nipple, and that the ball should glance 
and pay a desultory visit to a conven- 
ient snoulder-blade, and this fact prop- 
ably explains what might otherwise be 
a@ very puzzlipg clause in the telegram 
that ‘no bad feeling exists between the 
parties.” It is not to be supposed for 
a moment that two yourg men with 
bad feelings between them could afford 
to go out and courteously exchange five 
shots with each other. Etijuette would 
frown upon euch a proceeding. Bui 
even supposing that they had, 
in the first place, harbored bad feelings 
against each other, the fact that one of 
them was shot above the nipple, the 
same ball also salting him in the shoul- 
der blade, in itself constitutes a suffi- 
cient apology and ample reparation. 
Of course no bad feelings exist between 
the parties. 


THE JULY CROP BEPORT. 


The report of the commissioner of 
agriculture for July isin print. It cov- 
ers the most critical period ot several 
of our crops, notably that of corn, The 
excessive heat and partial rains ot Jaly 
have resulted in a decreased average 
prospect of corn of fifteen per cent, the 
greaiest loss being in north Georgia. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
the prospoct on the first day of July 
was unusually promising, and the pres- 
ent prospect is therefore by no meansa 
poor one. The same causes have hurt 
the cotton ceop, which is sixteen per 
cent less promising than it was on the 
first day of last month, but still it is 
within eleven per cent of an aver- 
age crop. Rice, sugar cane, 
sorghum, field peas, chufas and sweet 
potatoes have all suffered from the hot 
and dry weather; but with “fair 
seasons” the commissioner thinks that 
most of these crops will result in aver~ 
age yields. 

In view of an anticipated shortness 
in some of the crops of the state, the 
commissioner urges our farmers to 
supply the deficiencies by energy and 
foresight. A liberal area should be 
devoted to turnips, which should be 
sown without delay. All grass growing 
in wet, waste places should be cut and 
cured. To furnish grazing during the 
winter rye or barley should be thickly 
sown on spots of fertile ground. But 
the chief reliance, wherever there is a 
partial failure of the corn crop, should 
be fall oats. A large sowing of 
this crop will supplement 
the corn crop, because it matares early 
in the spring, or just about the time 
that the corn crop will be exhausted in 
many localities. We hope with the 
commissioner that a largely increased 
area will be sown in oats this fall. The 
more our farmers rely on this crop as 
food for their work stock, the safer 
will we be as a people against the ne-~ 
cessity of buying supplies from other 
states. 

The weather tables at the end of the 
report before us, show that the rainfall 
for the last four months has been con« 
siderably less than an average,and this 
leads the commissioner to predict that 
the remainder of the year will be wet« 
ter than usual. Although July was 
excessively hot and dry, yet there 
were only two days, the 10:h and 16th, 
in which no rain fell in the state. The 
lower part of the state was blessed in 
this respect, especially the southeastern 
portion, where nearly as much rain fell 
as was needed, Upper Georgia suffer . 
ed the most.

NO ROOM FOR A THIRD PARTY. 


We showed on Sunday morning, by 
the votes of the democratic majority in 
congress and by the platforms of demo- 
cratic state conventions, that the demo- 
cratic party, not only of the south and 
west, but of a good share of the east 
also, is in accord with the nationalists 
or greenbackers on the various phases 
ot the great financial question—that 
the latter are in fact trying to steal our 
thunder, and should, therefore, fall 
into the democratic ranks, instead of 
endeavoring to form a party that 
would operate to divide the greenback 
vote of the country, especially of the 
south and west. To show the dauger 
of such a division it is only necessary 
to explain the real and unmistakable 
attitude of the republican party on the 
great question now before the country. 
This we shall endeavor to do as clearly 
as the documents before us wil! permit 

To review all the votes of the two 
houses at the late session on currency 
bills would be tedious; we will only 
recall the record of the more important 
ones. On the bill making greenbacks 
receivable for customs the vote in the 
house was yeas 158, nays 53. Of the 
negative votes ten only were democrate; 
the affirmative vote was almost wholly 
democratic. On the bill to substitute 
treasury notes for national bank notes 
the vote in the house was yeas 110, 
nays 114, Eleven republicans vot«a in 
the affirmative ; sixteen democrats in 
the negative—mostly eastern men. On 
the bill to suspend for five years pay- 
ments to the sinking fund the vote was 
yeas 122, mays 112. Twenty republi- 
cans voted in the affirmative and twenty 
democrats in the negative. Oa éhe bill 
to stop the further retirement of green- 
backs —a very important measure— 
only seven democratic represent- 
utives voted in the negs 
ative. The Fort bill for the 
repeal of the resumption act was passed 
in the house by a vote of yeas 133, 
nays 120. There were only twenty- 
one affirmative republican votes. The 
bill went to the republican senate, 
where it was remorselessly slaughtered. 

These votes show that the money- 
power finds its bulwark and support in 
the republican ‘party. But lest some 
may doubt even still, let us turn to the 
states. The platforms that have been 
constructed in republican state conven- 
tions of the eastern and middle states 
during the past year are absolutely 
*‘ solid” in favor of the money-lenders. 
From the Potomac to Maine there has 
not been a party utterance that prom- 
ises any relief to the suffering producers 
of tLe country. Gold, more contrac- 
tion and speedy resumption, is the 
refrain of all of them. Nor do we 
find in the west a different senti- 
ment in the republican party. ‘he 
Colorado republicans, who met on the 
8th instant, denouneed the efforts of 
the democratic party to repeal the re- 
sumption act, and asserted that “the 
national honor and credit demand that 
the national debt be held sacred.”” The 
Illinois platiorm, of Jane 26, says: 
“For the financial system created by 
the republican party during the war, 
we express our unqualified admira- 
tion.” The lowa platform declares that 
any change in the financial policy of the 
republican party would be ivjarious 
and wholly evil, The evasive Ohio 
platform simply opposes “the further 
azitation of the financial question at 
this time asinjurious to business and 
devoid of other than evil results.” 
The Michigan platform, after demand- 
ing speedy resumption and the gold 
standard, says: 

Resolved, That we view with apprehension

national greenback party, and the various’ 
nationalistic and commaunistic organizations 


and their advocates throughout the land, which, 


if adopted as the policy of the government, mast

Its 
votes keep them in a position to drain 
theglife-blood of producers, whether in 
the shops of the east or on the broad 
acres of the south and west. Mr. Voor- 
hees represents the only party that has 
fought this alliance, and that has any 
chance of bringing it to the dust. The 
nationals of Indiana, weak and unor- 
ganized, can only bring about a divi- 
sion of the greenback vote, thus assist- 
ing the republicans to send Gen. Har« 
rison to the senate in the place of Mr. 
Voorhees. 

There seems to be a moral here. The 
greenback democrats of Georgia need 
no assistance in discovering  1t. 
They have too much sense, too 
keen an appreciation of public 
affairs, to cast their yotes in a way 
that would promote what they earnestly 
desire to defeat. They are neither com- 
munists nor centralists. They are cur- 
rency-reform democrais, and as such 
they are in line with nine-tenths of 
their own party and with a handsome 
muxjority of the entire country.
